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PREFACE. 


FTER {ſo many and ſo loud Out-cries againſt that 
juſt and neceſlary diſtinftion of Od and New Popery, 
which the late Arrtifices and ſhiftings of our Adver- 
ſaries have enforced the Divines of our Church to 

obſerve and publiſh 3 after ſo many vehement Proteſtations a- 
gainſt the reality of any ſuch diſtinCtion, and confident aſlerti- 
ons of the entire Conformity between the DoCtrine of the pre- 
ſent Church of Rome, or rather ſome few Emiſlaries of it, and 
that of the immediately precedent Ages, ſo many new Syſtems, 
Repreſentations and Expoſitions of the pretended Catholick 
Dottrine ; it might have been juſtly expected that the Faith and 
Doctrine, if not of the preſent and precedent Age, yet at 
leaſt of all National-Churches at this day in Communion with 
the Church of Rome, ſhould be perfectly conformable and inya- 
riable. For the Opinions of the precedent Age may be in- 
deed falſly repreſented to us, the truth of them may be ob- 
ſcured by cunning Artifices and Illuſions, or evaded by a bold 
and obſtinate Denial ; but the DoCtrines and Practice of the 

eſent Time cannot be diſſembled, nor without too manifeſt 
an affront to Truth, be denied by theſe Gentlemen of the 
Miſſion, who may perhaps confound our Reaſon, but can ne- 
ver delude our Senſes. 

That this diſtinCtion is both juſt and real, needs no other 
Argument, than the known and confeſs diſtinction between 
French and Italian Popery. For, ſince the Patrons and Defenders 
of both theſe Parties appeal to the belief of the Church in the 
precedent Age ; ſince both propoſe Tradition as the Rule of 
- their Faith, and challenge to themfelves the Conſent and 
- Suffrage of that Rule ; ſince both their Pleas cannot be allowed, 
and one Party muſt neceſſarily have departed from the true, 
ancient, and genuine Popery ; « evidently follows, that as one 
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Party conſerves the Old, ſo the other hath framed a Newgrt 
of Popery. I know it is commonly pretended thar thefe difte 
rences are of ſmall moment, neither eſfential to Chriſtianity, 
nor to the Doctrine of the Church of Rome, that either ſide 
may be ſafely believed, and neither renders any Man either 
leſs Orthodox, or more Heretical. But certainly theſe Pre- 
tences are no other than Proteſtations againſt matters of Faith, 
ſince not. only the Subjects of theſe different DoErines are 
Matters of the greatelt moment and concern, but attended with 
all the ſolemn Charactcrs and evident Marks of the moſt mc- 
mentous Articles of Faith; I mean an infinite Zeal and Con- 
cern of each Party for the detence and propagation of thcir 
own Opinion, and condemming the contrary Doctrine as 2 
Crime worthy of Excommunication and Anatbema, which are 
never ”s (oy, to be inflicted on Opintons of an indifferent na- 
ture, and free from all Contagion of Hereſy or Schiſm. 

If then the Pope and /ral:an Divines will not allow thoſe of 
France tobe truly Orthodox and Catholick, if they think them 
unworthy and incapable of Eccleſia:tical Dignities and Promo- 
tions, and daily ilſue out Excommunications againſt ſuch Pra- 
Etices as the Church of France is manifeſtly known to aft, allow 
and command ; if on the other ſide, the French Clergy ſo far 
return the Accuſation as to attaint the Pope of Hereſy, to de- 
clare his Cenſures raſh, unchriſtian and deſtructive of the 
Church, and himſelf ipſo fatto excommunicate ; certainly 
we mult renounce all Senſe and Reaſon to- imagine theſe 
to be no more than verbal Differences, Scholaſtick Nice- 
ties, and Opinions of private Divines, which may be ſafely 
either rejected or reccived. That Differences of this natur-: 
have aroſe between the Church of Fraxce and'See -of Rome. 
and thoſe continued with great Heat and Animoſity through 
ſeyeral Apes, is manifeſt both from Eccleſiaſtical and Civil 
Hiſtory.. This indeed our Adverfaries deny, but ſurely dy 
the aſliſtance of that wonderful Secret which can enable them 
conhdently to propoſe the greateſt ContradiQtions and Fallities, 
and then effeCtually ſecure them from bluſhing at them. The 
Violence and Cruelties praftiſed upon many thouſand Protc-- 
ſtants of France have been ated within a few Months in the 
view of the World and the face of Mankind; yet there are 
not wantirig who decry all Relations of theſe w——_ we 
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Barbarities as the Calumnies and Fictions of Hereticks, and 
have added this to the other glorious Titles of Loves le Grand, 
that he hath reduced his Subjects to the Profeſſion of one Re- 
ligion by methods of Mercy and Gentleneſs. The preſenr 
ditterences between the Courts of Rome-and France, how con- 
ſpicuous ſoever, might have ſuffered the ſame fate, and with 
equal Reaſon have been denicd ; if Monſieur Barillon, the 
French Ambaſlador, had not, by endeavouring to vindicate his 
Maſter's Honour and the Juſtice of his Cauſe, obliged us with 
an Account of the Proceedings of the Parliament of Parts 
upon the Pope?s Bull ; an Account which as it is undeniable and 
unexceptionable to our A4dverſaries, fo it abundantly eyinceth 
what I have hitherto advanced. 

The whole Church of France, and after them the Sorbox, 
have within a few Years defined and alſlerted the Fallibility of 
the Pope ; and herem acted conſonantly to the Principles and 
Doctrines of their Anceſtors, who had conſtantly taught the 
fame Doctrine, but never ſolemnly defined it. However, this 
Article is beyond the Alpes rejected with a no leſs contrary 
Zeal, and Infallibility of the Pope ranked among the Funda- 
mental DoCtrines of the Chriſtian Religion. For proof of 
this we. need go no farther than the forementioned Account of 
the Proceedings of the Parliament at Paris, which aſſures us, that 
not only the Italian Dottors and Emillaries of the Conrt of Rome 
are employed carefully to propagate the Opinion of the Papal 
Infallbility, as if the belief of that Point were wanting to 
render France truly Catholick ; but alſo that one third of the 
Epiſcopal Sees of France being now yacant,and the King having 
nominated to them ſome of thoſe who aſiſted at the late Na- 


tional Aſſembly,” wherein the Papal Infallibility was rejeed, 


Perſons as well recommendable for their Piety and Vertue as for 
their Knowledg and Learning, the Pope refuſeth to grant Bulls 
of Confirmation to them on pretence that-they do not make 
Profeſſion of a ſound or Orthodox Doctrine, becauſe they:do' 


not believe him- to be Infallible, nor like the Italian Doctors, P4g. 55-285: 


attribute to him the Title of Univerſal Monarch: Which evi- 
gently demonſtrates, that the Papa} Infallibllity is eſteemed a 
necellary Dodtrine in 1tely, and the denial: offit-incompatible 
with a found and Orthodox Belief of the -Gathelick; Faith ; 
fiance Scholaſtick Niceties were. never ktown to incapacitate 
, _ | Mens: 
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Men for Fccleſiaſtical Preferments, or caſt them out vf the 
number of Orthodox Chriſtians. 

The Primacy of the Pope is a matter of no leſs moment. 
How far it extends is indeed controverted among Roman Catho- 
licks ; bvit that ſome Power was aſligned by Chriſt to St. Perer 
and his Succeſlors over all Members of the Chriſtian Church, is 
the common Principle of all, propoſed by them as the only 
Center of Unity, and a Doctrine necellarily to be received by 
all Catholicks. Whatſoeyer this Power 1s, It being of Divine” 
Inſtitution, cannot be annulled or reſtrained by any General 
Council, much leſs by the Laws and Edicts of the Civil Power, 
but may be exerciſed independently from both. If then any 
Church refuſeth any Obedience or Submiſſion to the Commands 
of the Pope, unleſs they be conformable to the Canons of Coun- 
cils, and ratified in the firſt place by the Civil Power ; they 
thereby declare an intire Disbelief of any Power committed to 
the Pope by Divine Inſtitution. For however they may pretend 
Councils to be Infallible, and conſequentiy inerrable in fixing 
the limits of the Papal Power (although even according to this 
ſuppoſition the Papal Power not teing antecedent to General 
Councils, couid have no exiſtence in the three firſt Centuries, 
when no ſuch Councils were held) yet this Infallibility cannot 
be pretended to be inherent in the Civil Power. The Tempo- 
ral Prince may pollibly be an Atheiſt, an Apoſtate, or an Here- 
tick 3 may forbid all Obedience to be paid even to the moſt juſt 
Commands of the Pope, and deny to ratify ſuch Orders as do 
naturally flow from the execution of that Commiſſion which 
Chriſt hath given to the Pope. If the Pope hath indeed any 
fuch Divine Commiſſion, he may and ought to execute it in 
fpight of all oppoſition of the Civil Power ; and if he exceeds 
not the bounds of his Commiſſion, he ought to be obeyed by. all 
faithful Chriſtians, although the Civil Power, far from ratifying 
his Commands, ſhould even forbid them to be obeyed. No pri- 
viledg can exempt us from this Duty, nor any humane Law dif- 
penſe with the Obligation of it : yet the Church of France pre- 
tends, and conſtantly averrs that no Obedience is due to any 
Commands of the Pope of what nature ſoever, until they be 
firſt ratified and confirmed by their Prince. This pretence was 
not ſtarted of late, but hath been introduced and continued for 
ſeveral Ages, being the grand Principle of the ſo. much _ 
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Liberties of the Gallzcan Church, a Principle which can no ©: 
therwiſe be maintained than by diſowning and diſclaiming all 
Divine Inſtitution of the leaſt Papal Power ; and accordingly 
we are told in this account that the boundleſs and arbitrary Au- 
thority of the Pope hath been the Source of almoſt all the incy- 
rable miſchief with which the Church is afflicted ; that his Pow- 
er reacheth no farther than the Dioceſs of Rome, and his Patri- 
archſhip than the neighbouring Provinces ſtiled Suburbicariar ; 
that it would be very advantageous that all Eccleſiaſtical Mat- 
ters were tranſacted in the Kingdom,without ever being obliged 
to have recourſe to Rome z and that an Ambaſlador of France, 
executing his Maſter's Orders, cannot thereby incur Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Cenſures although none will deny that Ambaſſadour may 
poſlibly in obedience to his Maſter's Commands oppoſe even that 
Authority of the Pope, which was lawfully inveſted in him by 
Chriſt, if any ſuch there be. 

But not only doth the Church of France hereby diſown the 
Divine Inſtitution of any Papal Power, not only doth ſhe declare 
the Thunders of the Yaticaz to have nothing formidable, to be 
tranſitory Fires, which exhale into Smoke, and do neither hurt 
nor prejudice ſave to thoſe who darted them ; but affirms the' 
Pope to be a Favourer and Patron of Hereticks, :p/o fatto excom- 
municate, and no Member, much leſs Head, of the Catholick 
Church. He is accuſed to have maintained converig and corre(- 

ndence with the condemned Diſciples of Fanſenizs, ever ſince 
o hath been ſeated in S. Peter's Chair, to have ſpoken in the 
higheſt degree in their praiſe, and declared himſelf their Pro- 
tector, and thereby ſo far to have endangered the Peace of the 
Church, that nothing leſs than the foreſight and cares of Lovss 
le Grand could reſtore or conſerve it : that he favours the ©uie- 
riſts, and connives at their Hereſy ; underhand eſpouſeth their 
Party, and protects their Perſons. He is4enounced Excommu- 
nicate upon this ground, T hat he who without lawful cauſe, and 
through humane motives,undertakes to ſuſpend one of the Mem- 
bers of Jeſus Chriſt, from the Communion of the Church, doth 
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ſeparate himſelf from it by ſuch an rnjuſt Attempt. Nay far- £42: 12. 


ther, he 1s declared by the ill exerciſe of his Power, to have loſt 
the Power of binding and unbinding, and thereby in effect to 
have fallen from the Papacy and to be depoſed. Alas, that 1- 


necent XI, whom our Miſſionaries repreſent to us as the grand 
: Pattern 
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Pattern of Apoſtalick Vertue and Holineſs, ſhould at laſt be 
convicted of Hereſy,and proved to bz no Member of the Churck. , 
He hardly eſcaped lalt year from being coademned as a wer: 
in the Inquiſition of Rome ; and now, (alas poor Man !) inſtead 
of enjoying that Honour,which he hath ſo ambitionſly courted,of 
ſuffering Martyrdomin defence of the Church, he may perhaps 
be burnt for an Heretick, as ſoon as Lovis le Grand ſhall pleaſe 
to execute that Right, which he pretends to have to make him- 
ſelf known 1n the quality of his Sovereign. . 

It cannot be pretended that thele are matters of light moment 
in themſelves, but unhappily at this time lieightned into great 
differences by the 11] Condutt and falſe Zeal of an ignorant and 
ſtupid Pope 3 lince his Actions are grounded upon, and vpheld 
by the famous Bull i Cana Domini : which himſelf refers to, and 
the Parliament of Paris upon that account decrieth with ſo much 
indignation, telling us, that if this Decree, whereby the Popes 
declare themſelves Sovereign Monarchs of the World, be legi- 
timate, the Majeſty Royal wall then depend upon their hamorr, 
all their Liberties will be aboliſhed ; the Secular Judges will-no 
longer have the Power to try the polleſlion of Benefices, nor the 
civil and criminal Cauſe of Eccleſiaſtical Perſons. All this is 
indeed literally true, and the natural conſequence of that Byll. 
But then this alone abundantly maniteſts. the Juſtice of our 
Charge, ang the real difference of the Dofrines of the Churches 
of France and Jtaly in matters of the greateſt moment. In France 
this Bull is eſteemed impious, unjuſt, and uncanonical, deroga- 
ory to the Rights of Princes and Priviledges of national Chur- 
ches, contrary to the Laws, and deſtructive of the Chriſtian 
Church. Art Rome it is accounted ſacred and inviolable, ratifi- 
ed and confirmed by more than twenty Popes. whoſe Names 
and Conſtitutions are prefixed to the Bull, publiſhed with-the 

reateſt Solemnity imaginable every Maunday Thurſday, the 
CORE and Violators of it declared ip/o fatto excommunicate; 
and Priviledges and Diſpenſations to the contrary annulled 
and made yoid ;, and all this, as the Preface of the Bull aſfureth 
us, to preſerve the Unity and Integrity of the Faith, to teach all 
private Chriſtians . what they are certainly to believe, - and*. by 
preventing their FluCtuation and Miſtakes in Faith, to ſecureto 
them the attainment of eternal Salvation. Why 
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» After this Bull hath been Enacted and contirmed by ſo many Popes, 
Fromulged ſo often and fo ſolemnly, ſo exactly executed and put in 
praiſe by the Church of Rome, propoſed as bo og of Catho- 
lick Doctrine, and appealed to by this preſent Pope in the Contro- 
verſics depending between him and the Court of France; it cannot 
be any longer doubted that all matters wheri-er of belief or practiſe 
contained in it are eſteemed neceſlary to Salvation by the particular 
Church of Rome. This alſo the puniſhments annexed to it evidently 
demonſtrates, Excommunication and Anathema being 2z3/c fatto incur- 
red by the violation of any part of it. For the very nature of theie 
Excommunications ſuppoſeth thet the perſons offending do by thee 
very act ceaſe to be Chriſtians or C atholicks, and difown themiclves 
to beſo, and that the action to which this puniſhment is declarcd to 
be annexed, is directly contrary to Falth, arid deſtructive of it, Jt 
after all,the DoCtrines of this Bull be denied to be juſtly chzrged vp- 
on the Church of Rexze ; it might with equal reaſon be pretended 
tharthe ancient Commonwealth of Rewze cou'd not be puſtiy accuſed 
of Idolatry, or the worſhip of falſe gogs, eithn ſhe ettabliſhed that 
worſhip with ſevere Laws, maintained thc exercile of it with the pub- 
lick Revenues, puniſht the neglect of it with great ftrictnefs and ſeve- 
rity, and made her addreſles to thoſe f2lle Leitics upon all great 6c- 
cafions and affairs of State ; becauſe ſame few Philoſophers oppoſed 
the general opinion, contemned their Ceremonies, and diſapproved 
their worſhip. ; 

Many and large Obſervations might be drawn from this Bull diſad- 
vantageous to the Doctrine and Diſcipline of the preſent Church of 
Rome. Bur I will here take notice of no more than two. Ard firſt, 
Popery is commonly repreſented by the Reformed Divines as injuri- 
ous to the Rights of Princes, and promoting Sedition and Rebellion, 
That the lawfulneſs of the Depoſition of Princes hath been often de- 
fined by Popes and Councils, and put in practice by them, cannat be 
denied; butthen itis pretended that it was not defined dogmatically,; 
nor asa matter of faith , that their definitions are miſrepreſented by 
us, and were never received nor allowed by the Univerſal Church. 
However the juſtice of our Charge is ſufficiently manifeſted ty this 
Bull, which aflerteth and maintaineth the Independency of the Cler- 
gy from the Secular Prince, by forbidding the Civil Power to appre- 
hend, impriſon, vex, ſurnmon, tax, fine, or exerciſe any ACt of Au- 
thority over Eccleſiaſtical perſons, upon pain of Excommunication 
and Anathema. Now Depoſition of Princes by the Papal Authority, 
and exemption of the Clergy from any obedience to them, by reaſon

of their immediate ſubjeCtion to the Pope, being both founded upon 
the ſame principle of injuſtice and uſurpation, do mutually infer each 
other. Nay to exempt the whole Clergy from the obedience of their 
Natural Prince, doth aCtually deveſt him of all authority of one part 
of his ſubjects,and deprive him of one half of his Kingdom, eſpecially 
In thoſe Countries where the Clergy and Regulars are vaſtly numer- 
ous, as in-all places where Popery obtains, or where they poſleſs a. 
great part of the Revenues of the Kingdom ; the Secular Prince be- 
ing not only forbidden to impoſe any Taxes upon the Clergy, or their 
Revenues, but alſo even to receive them when voluntarily offered 
without an expreſs Licenſe from the Court of Rome. If after all this 
the Romiſh Emillaries will pretend to true and real Loyalty, and ac- 
knowledg their ſubjeCtion to their Natural Prince,they muſt firſt own 
themſelves to be Excommunicated perſons, and lay down the name of 
Roman Catholicks.But we nave reaſon to believe that our Engliſh Mil- 
t1>naries intend no ſuch acknowledgment; fince they have with fo 
much pamp lately revived the Feſtival of St. Tocmas Yerker,who died 
in defence ofthis Trayterous Poſition, That the Clergy owe no Sub- 

j:Ction to the Secular Power. | 
| In the next place it may be obſerved, that thi: greateſt part of this 
Bnll is employed in Excommunicating and Anethemarizing all thoſe 
who any ways preſame to intermeddle in the cognizanrce of Ecclefj- 
aſtical matters, or interrupt-the proceedings of Eccleſiaſtical Courts 
by Prohibitions, Appeals, or any Evaſions'of the like nature ; or who 
give aid, advice, or con{ent thereto, All this 1s worded with ſuch ſcru- 
pulous nicety and cxaCtneſs; that it is impoſſible to be avoided by 
any ſubtile Evaſions , and then the Excommunication incurred. can 
be caken off and abſolved only by the Pope him{elif,except ar the point 
of death, and then only when eminent figns of true repentance and 
aſſurance of ſull ſatisfaQtion are given. Notwithſtanding ſuch expreſs 
prohibition and denunciation of Anathema?'s, it is notoriouſly known 
that all Popiſh Princes do intermeddle in jadging Eccleſiaſtical Caufes; 
that particularly in France the Spiritual Conrts are almoſt wholly 
rendred uſeleſs and debarred from exerciſing their Authority by fre- 
quent Prohibitions from the Secvlar Court, and that in Sicily all Ec- 
ciefiaſtical Matters and Cauſes are decided by the fole Anthority of 
the King of Spain and his Commiſſioners ; not to mention examples 
and practiſes of the" like nature 'in other Popiſh Connreies. From 
whence it follows that by vertue of this Bull all theſe' Princes, their 
Counſellors, Parliaments, Lawyers, and Adherents, together with 
all who procure, execute or-conſent to theſe Prohibitions — 
1MENtF$, 
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diments of Eccleſiaſtical Juſtice, ſtand Excommunicate by the Pope, 
and are really no Members of the Church of Rome. 

No Priviledg or Exemption can in this caſe be drawn from anci- 
ent Immunities, Pragmaticks or Concordats, which the Parliament 
of Paris, ſo much inſiſt on; ſince the Bull proceeds with a Non 0b- 
ſtante to all theſe, and declares them Null, whenſoever they oppoſe 
the Contents of the Bull. Nay,decreeth that whoever recurs to them, 
thereby to elude the Obligation of the Bull , ſhall thereby zp/o Fatto 
become Excommunicate., altho he ſhould in no other caſe have in- 
curred that Puniſhment. In vain, therefore doth the Parliament of 
Paris oppoſe the Liberties of the Gallicay Church , the Pragmatick 
of St. Lew's, and Concordat of Lewis'the XI. and Francis to the 
preſent Attempts of the Pope, and his Excommunication of the:'Mar- 
quis of Lavardin. For the'Pope having wiſely. grounded. his'Proceed- 
-ings upon the Bull iz Cena Domini, which annuls and aboliſheth them 
all, the Parliament' muſt either forego'their-Plea, or:their pretence of 
retaining Communion with the Church of /Rowe. By the ſame Ar- 
tifice: the Pope: hath cut off the-Advacates Appeal to a future: Coun- 
cil. Forithe Bull declareth tbat all] who make, admic, favour, -or 
countenance any ſuch'Appeal, ſhall incur Excommunication. 'Fhus 
alſo! the Argument: of the. Invalidity: of the:Excommunication: of. the 
-Embaſiador, drawn from-the Onnffion of his Name in the Papal In- 
ſtrument, falls rto-ground. For the Bull hath particularly provided. 
for this Cafe, and decreeth that all:Violators of it, 'of what Dignity 
ſoever, ſhall be as eftetually Excommunicated, -as if they had been. 
particularly named 4n it, 

If thenall the Violators of this Ball , -are-vpſo:FaF#o *Excommuni- 
cated; and all, or-at'leaſt almoſt all -rhe Popiſh Princes of Chriſfter- 
dom, together with the greateſt part of their Subjects, are open and, 
manifeſt Violators of it, it follows that we have very falſe Notions of 
Popery, when we imagine it a large and diffuſive SeCt ; that vaſt and. 
numerous Schiſms are entertained, and lay undiſcerned: in the. Bo- 
ſom of the Church of Rome ; that the Primacy of the Pope inſtead of 
being the Center of Unity , is indeed the Fountain of Schiſm.; and: 
that-among many Papiſts, there are few Catholicks. For if, as our 
-Adverſaries commonly define it, the Catholick Church be the Colle- 
tion of all Chriſtians in Communion with the particular Church 
of Rome, Whoſoever are Excommunicated by the Pope, ceaſe to be 
in Communion with the Church of Rome, and conſequently in their 
Opinion, ceaſe to be Carholicks. They may indeed. itill remain 
Members of the truly Catholick Church ; but then a true Notion 4 
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the Catholick Church muſt be allowed, and the former muſt ke dif- 
carded. But then the Church of Erz/a7:4 may alto put in her claim 
for Catholick , ana the grand Argment of our Adverfaries againſt 
her Reformation, %;!! ve totally dillc;ved. However it maniſeſtly 
appears that this Bull hath ſhut molt Tapiſts our of the Boſom of the 
Church, and reduced the Church of R-me to very narrow Limits, 
Whenever, therefore our zealous Miſſionaries exaggerate to us the 
extent of their Churci, and nrge the glorious Title of Amplitude in 
favour of it,, we .may juſtly rezeft it; it not certainly appearing, 
who may be properly called Rowan Catholicks, fince this, and other 
Bulls of the like Nature, , which inft Ct :p/o Fa&do Excommunications, 
deprive vaſt numbers of Men, whole Societies, and perhaps King- 
doms, of Communion with the Church of R:we; orif we in any 
manner allow their Argument, we muſt firſt require them to ſubſtract 
from their account all whom the Pope in this Bull doth Excommu- 
nicate, and thereby puts in the ſame Condition with Turks, Tnfidels, 
and Hereticks, We have one requeſt more to them, that to facili- 
tate the Converſion of three Kingdoms, they would obtain of the 
Pope an Abolition of this Bull, or at leaſt of that Clauſe of it, which 
Excommunicates all Secular Perſons who poſleſs Church Lands. For 
ſince out of the abundance of their Generoſity they have been pleaſed 
to aſſure to us the quiet Poſſeſſion of Abby-Lards, it remains to com- 
pleat their kindne!s, that they ſet us right in che Conrt of Rome, as 
well as that of Weſtminſter. Otherwiſe it will be an eternal Obſtacle to
